CULTURE — Pole  Beans  should  be  planted  several  weeks  later  than  the  Bush  sorts, 
aftei  all  danger  of  frost  is  over.  Plant  in  rows  so  that  there  will  be  one  plant  to 
eight  or  ten  inches.  At  the  ends  of  the  rows  set  posts  five  feet  high.  Stretch  a 
number  10  or  12  wire  between  the  posts,  support  the  wire  by  stakes  of  2x2  material 
every  sixteen  feet,  fastening  the  wire  to  the  tops  of  the  stakes  by  staples.
